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Fears raised over 

future of Mattings

FEARS have been raised over the 
future of one of Ely’s most 
distinguished community hubs. 

City councillors are worried that 
The Makings, on Waterside, may 
struggle to stay open - just 18 
months after it underwent a major 
refurbishment. 

They say the building is closed longer 
than it is open and that fewer functions are 
now being held there. 

They are concerned that Compass Group 
UK, the firm which runs the building, and 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC), which owns it, could be forced to 
close it again. 

ECDC insists there are no plans to close it 
down. 

But Cllr Richard Hobbs, former mayor of 
Ely, said: “I just don’t see how The Makings 
can continue and there are lots of rumours 
that it’s struggling. 

“It’s very rarely busy and the doors are 
closed more than they are open. I think 
they’ve genuinely tried to make it a success 
but in this difficult market, I’m afraid to say I 
think they’re failing.” 

The historic building, which boasts 
everything from conference suites to 
banqueting facilities, as well as a restaurant 
and Ely Cinema, has been welcoming 
people through its doors since 1868 .

Lorries to steer 
clear of villages 


HUNDREDS of lorry 
drivers have been ord¬ 
ered to steer clear of 
village roads under a new 
re-routing plan. 

New agreements have been 
made between three major 
companies and transport 
bosses at Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

Mick George Ltd, M Dick¬ 
erson Ltd and Donarbon Ltd 
have all agreed to re-route the 
majority of their lorries from 
this week. 

As a result, drivers will be 
avoiding villages including 
Sutton, Haddenham and 
Wilburton, with the exception 
of servicing local deliveries and 
collections. 

The move follows years of 
complaints from local residents 
plagued by HGVs rumbling past 
their homes. 

Cllr Roy Pegram, the council’s 
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cabinet member for growth, 
infrastructure and strategic 
planning, said: “I applaud the 
actions taken by these local 
companies in helping to add¬ 
ress this issue and the way they 
have worked so well with us. 

“It shows their commitment 
to helping the communities 
they are living and working in. 

“The council will be looking 
for further opportunities in 
future planning decisions to 
build on this initiative to the 
benefit of the local environ¬ 
ment.” 

The local companies were all 
keen to promote the new routes 
themselves, the council said. 

Under the new agreement, 
Mick George Ltd will be direct¬ 
ing around 200 lorries away 
from Sutton, Bluntisham and 


Earith each week by ordering 
drivers to use the route to Block 
Fen via the A141 Chatteris by¬ 
pass. 

M Dickerson Ltd will be 
taking about 80 vehicles off the 
A1123/A1421 through Wilb¬ 
urton and Haddenham each 
week and Donarbon Ltd will be 
re-routing about 220 vehicles 
from Haddenham and Wilb¬ 
urton. 

Cllr Philip Read, who lives in 
Sutton and is chairman of the 
county’s development control 
committee, said: “In the past it 
has been hard to stop lorries 
from using particular routes. 

“These new planning agree¬ 
ments we are introducing mean 
we can take action if we need 
to. 

“But what is very pleasing is 
that these local haulage comp¬ 
anies have been eager to bring 
in their own routes or enter 
agreements.” 


Detectors

ROMAN coins and an Elizabeth 
I shilling are among treasures 
discovered on farmland. 

More than 100 metal detectors 
took part in Ely Rotary Club’s 
annual metal detecting day. 
Farmers Peter Clarke and Eric

saw people from as far away 
as Wales taking part. 

A spokesman for the club said: 
“The results of the day were 
quite astounding. 

“A large number of Roman 
coins were unearthed, together 
with parts of brooches and an 
unusual silver ring brooch. 

“A silver Saxon Sceat was also 
recovered in excellent condition 
and an Elizabeth I shilling dated 
1564-also superb. 

“Amongst the Roman coins 
were a Sestertius and a 
Denarius, both of which are 
quite rare, while the latest coin 
found was an old 1975 10- 
pence piece.”

Paice 
stands 
by cull 
call 

AGRICULTURE 
Minister Jim Paice 
insists a major bad¬ 
ger cull in England is 
the “right way for¬ 
ward”. 

Despite outrage 
from anti-hunting 
campaigners and 
animal lovers across 
the country, the 
South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP said 
there is widespread 
support for the 
plans. 

Mr Paice wants to 
introduce the cull to 
control bovine tub¬ 
erculosis (TB) in 
cattle. Scientific 
studies have proven 
groups of badgers 
carrying TB are 
spreading the dis¬ 
ease to growing 
numbers of cattle. 

Last year, around 
25,000 cattle were 
slaughtered due to 
the disease - at a cost 
of around £63 mill¬ 
ion to taxpayers in 
England alone. 

Mr Paice says 
something must be 
done urgently and 
he proposed the 
badger cull last 
month. 

If introduced by 
the Government, 
livestock farmers 
and landowners 
could be issued with 
licences to cull bad¬ 
gers as soon as next 
May. 

Speaking to the 
Weekly News, Mr 
Paice said: “Despite 
farmers carrying out 
stringent controls on 
their cattle, thous¬ 
ands still have to be 
culled every year. 

“Science has 
proven that badgers 
are implicit in the 
issue. Vaccinating 
each and every bad¬ 
ger in the UK is not 
feasible. Culling 
them is not the only 
solution but it is a 
measure that would 
tackle the problem 
immediately and 
there is a lot of 
support out there 
showing that it is the 
right way forward.” 

The proposals 
have caused uproar 
with animal welfare 
groups. Mr Paice 
added said: “There is 
always going to be 
criticism with plans 
like these but there is 
a lot of widespread 
support for a cull. It’s 
a complex issue 
which is why a 
public consultation 
is involved.”

But more events are now 
being cancelled at the venue 
than ever before, according 
to councillors. 

Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh 
said: “Lots of people are 
worried and we have all 
heard it could shut down 
again. I just don’t think it’s 
attracting the trade that 
Compass had hoped. 

“We’ve heard that lots of 
people are now pulling out 
of holding events there - it’s 
a real shame.” 

Cllr John Yates has also 
raised fears over the fate of 
The Maltings 

But John Hill, chief 
executive of ECDC, was 
upbeat about the building’s 
future. 

He said: “We signed a long 
term contract with the 
Compass group in January 
2009 and we have kept in 


regular contact with the 
company to discuss any 
issues as they have arisen. 

“Following the group's 
investment in the building, 
The Maltings has become a 
great resource for the district 
and we are happy to meet 
with them to discuss any 
plans they have for the 
future.” 

The Maltings was built in 
1868 by the brewer Ebenezer 
Harlock. One hundred years 
later, following a devastating 
fire, it was sold to ECDC for 
just £100. 

In 1971 the building was 
converted into a thriving 
entertainment complex but 
in May 2008 it was closed for 
essential repairs to the roof 

It was then taken over by 
Compass Group and re¬ 
opened in spring 2009. 

Compass was unavailable 
for comment.

‘Mindless Idiots’ 
attack memorial

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“MINDLESS idiots” have 
vandalised a war memorial 
just weeks after it was 
spruced up. 

Community leaders in Little- 
port are “sickened” after discov¬ 
ering the village’s war memorial 
in Church Lane has been dam¬ 
aged. 

Just three weeks ago, a dozen 
new decorative hooks were fitted 
onto the memorial for people to 
hang wreaths. 

But residents noticed last week 
that all 12 hooks had been 
tampered with and ruined 
beyond repair. 

The incident has appalled 
locals, who have contacted the 
police and are urging anyone 
with information to come for¬ 
ward. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman 
of the Littleport Society, said: “I 
am sickened that someone could 
stoop so low and do this. 

“The war memorial has been in 
the village for around 20 years 
and has never been vandalised 
before. 

“Memorials are there to 
recognise and remember our

brave servicemen and women 
and it is appalling that someone 
could even consider doing this. 

“If someone out there knows 
the mindless idiots who did this 
please let the police know.” 

Mr Goodson said the hooks 
were installed to replace old, 
“tatty” ones. 

He said: “More and more 
people have wanted to hang 
wreaths on the memorial so it 
was decided to replace the tatty 
hooks with nice, attractive new 
ones. 

“They looked really good and 
for someone to have purposely 
twisted and straightened them so 
that they can no longer do their 
job is so sad.” 


The damage was caused bet¬ 
ween September 20 and last 
Thursday. 

Garth McGowen, deputy chair¬ 
man of the Littleport branch of 
the Royal British Legion, said: “At 
first, I was furious but now I am 
saddened. 

“How anybody could treat their 
local community like this I will 
never understand. 

“What these people have done 
is so deliberate and they knew 
what damage they were doing. 

“It’s so disrespectful and dis¬ 
appointing.

Couple got ‘carried 
away’ at cathedral 


FAMILIES were left shocked after 
stumbling across a couple who 
appeared to be having sex in the 
grounds of Ely Cathedral, a court 
heard. 

Police were called to the cathedral after 
alarmed passers-by saw a man and woman 
romping on one of the lawns. When officers 
arrived, they found Stephen Neal, 23, on top 
of the woman. 

Neal jumped up and “zipped his trousers 
up” while the woman, who has since been 
cautioned, adjusted her clothing and said 
“we just got a bit carried away”. 

Martie Blair, prosecuting, said: “Officers 
found Mr Neal and a woman having sex on 
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grass at the back of the cathedral. It was 
clear to officers the way they were moving 
that they were having sex. 

“The incident happened on a sunny 
afternoon at around 5.30pm on fuly 26, 
when several people were in the cathedral 
grounds. People, some of whom had small 
children with them, dialled 999 and said 
they were shocked and flustered after 
witnessing it.” 

Neal, of High Barns, Ely, admitted using 
behaviour to cause harassment, alarm or 
distress. 


Michael fudkins, mitigating, said: “They 
were at the far end of the grounds, which 
back on to The Almonry. They were kissing 
and cuddling and at the time there was 
nobody around. 

“They insist they were not having sex but 
agree their actions may have led passers-by 
and police to believe that they were.” 

Mary Rone, presiding magistrate, said she 
was limited by the law to give Neal a 
conditional discharge or fine him. 

She fined him £130, ordered him to pay 
£105 court costs and £15 victim surcharge. 

Sentencing him, Mrs Rone said: “We 
regard this sort of activity as extremely 
offensive and unacceptable in any public 
place.” 
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Yobs made life miseiy, 
says catapult attacker 



A CHATTERIS man who shot 
ball-bearings at vandals who 
later tried to claim comp¬ 
ensation for their injuries has 
spoken of his ordeal. 

Bruce Harwood, 38, was convicted 
of assault at Cambridge Crown Court 
after he fought back against youths 
who had been terrorising his home. 

As the Weekly News revealed, the 
judge overseeing the case threw out a 
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£3,600 compensation claim by the 
youths, saying it was “inappropriate” 
as the gang “brought this very much 
upon themselves”. 

Mr Harwood said after the case the 
flats were under “constant bombard¬ 
ment” from up to 20 hooded youths. 

He added: “This flat was my dream 
home and we’ve been under constant 
bombardment - most people have 
moved out because they can’t cope. 

“The police seem to have said to 
these lads ‘poor you, let’s get you com¬ 
pensation’ instead of ‘what the hell 
were you doing there?”’ 

Cambridge Crown Court heard how 
Mr Harwood and fellow residents at 
Chatteris House, were at their wits’ end 
after being plagued by youths running 
in and out of automatic gates at the 
Grade Il-listed building, throwing eggs, 
and urinating on the front door. 

Fifteen youths chased a resident, 
and when a stone was thrown at the 
window of his luxury apartment, 38- 
year-old Mr Harwood took matters 
into his own hands and got out a 
catapult, like the one shown above. 


The electrician fired metal ball-bear¬ 
ings at the youths - injuring three and 
causing swellings to their groins and 
legs. 

In court they tried to force Mr Har¬ 
wood to pay them £1,200 each - but 
Judge Gareth Hawkesworth threw out 
the claims. 

He said: “You and other residents 
were subject to a lot of incidents of 


anti-social behaviour that were del¬ 
iberate provocations. On this occasion 
you and other residents had suffered 
from a number of disturbances that 
amounted to deliberate provocation. 

“I think it wholly inappropriate that I 
should make a compensation order, 
given that they brought this very much 
upon themselves.” 

Mr Howard admitted causing actual 
bodily harm at Cambridge Crown 
Court on September 21 and was 
sentenced to 150 hours of community 
work. 


Three to face 
court on scrap 
car charges 

THREE men accused of keeping 
scrap cars and vehicle parts 
without a licence are to appear 
before a judge. 

David Loveridge, George 
Loveridge and John Smith all face 
charges relating to land at 
Cophall Farm in Little Down- 
ham. 

The trio appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court last 
Friday where the case was 
committed to Cambridge Crown 
Court. 

David Loveridge, of Plains 
Lane, Littleport, and George 
Loveridge, of Parsons Lane, 
Littleport, each face seven 
charges. Smith, of Cophall Drove, 
Little Downham, faces three. 

The charges all relate to keep¬ 
ing waste vehicles and vehicle 
parts without a waste manage¬ 
ment licence and keeping them 
in a manner that is likely to cause 
pollution to the environment. 

No pleas have yet been ent¬ 
ered. 

The trio will appear at Crown 
court on October 29. 

They were released on bail on 
condition they do not take onto 
Cophall Farm any motor vehicles 
unless they are taxed, insured 
and legal for use on the public 
road and to permit both the 
police and Environment Agency 
officers access to the farm at any 
time.

Shock news 
on cottages 

Sir, I am sorry to disappoint Cllr 
Hunt, but the Big Society is never 
going to happen in Ely while Fred 
Brown is in power (News ticks all the 
boxes - Letters, September 30), 
except, of course, for the excellent 
network of volunteers that already 
exists - but no thanks to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

I write with regards to your article 
about the Maltings Cottages (Anger 
over cottage snub - Weekly News, 
September 30), in which we learnt 
that the Tory council is going ahead 
with turning them into holiday flats, 
despite letters from Ely City Council 
and Ely Perspective group asking it to 
consult before any decisions are 
made. 

The Perspective Design and Riverside 
volunteer groups, of which I am a 
member, wrote to the district council 
because we felt that, as the cottages 
were originally given to the people of 
Ely, we wanted to explore more 
inclusive uses so that they could be 
enjoyed by all. Not only did the 
council not have the courtesy to 
reply, but the first we heard that the 
holiday flats were going ahead was 
through your pages! 

I would have thought that after the 
fiasco over the Ely markets, Cllr 
Brown would have welcomed some 
genuine consultations with fellow 
residents. 

Our ideas for the Maltings Cottages 
were very fluid and up for discussion, 
but they consisted of letting the top 
part as residential accommodation, 
as we knew we had to be realistic 
about finances. (Not holiday lets 
because we felt they would be 
expensive to run for very little return). 
However, the bottom part could be 
much more open for visitors and 
locals alike. The ideas included a cafe 
or ice cream parlour opening onto 
Jubilee Gardens, a mini tourist office, 
an information centre for the 
Country Park and studios for artists 
and craftspeople, with the proviso 
that they be open to the public at 
weekends. 

This lack of consultation seems to be 
a real problem with the Tory council 
but we hope that before any more 
decisions are made, Cllr Brown will 
still offer to attend an open forum 
(not in that gruesome council 
chamber where the public are hardly 
allowed to speak) to try to work out 
the best way forward on this 
important issue.

How will we pay 
for new centre? 

Sir, Your correspondent (All projects 
have concept costs - Letters, 
September 30) is, of course, correct in 
asserting that costs will be incurred in 
determining what the eventual price 
tag for the new leisure centre project 


will come out at. 

Having worked in the private sector 
he will be aware that in most PLCs a 
board of directors would be 
responsible for authorising the 
required funding to bring the project 
to reality. That regrettably is where 
the difference between private and 
public financing diverges and his 
assumption that funding can be 
turned on and off as if it is a tap is 
naive. 

The district council does not have the 
financial resources necessary to see 
the project to fruition. Any such 
funding would need to come from 
either the private sector in a PFI 
partnership or a community 
infrastructure levy on the developers 
of the 5,000 homes the Tories 
envisage building in Ely through their 
Masterplanning process. 
Unfortunately, as the severe financial 
restrictions that will result from the 
Government’s impending spending 
review impact, investment from 
developers will be curtailed as 
austerity bites. 

House building in the region has 
already been greatly reduced and the 
ability to obtain a mortgage from the 
financial institutions has all but dried 
up. 

Planning permission for the project 
will only last five years, after which a 
further application would be 
required if no substantial 
development has taken place. A lot of 
water will have passed under the 
bridge in that time. 

Like other projects proposed by the 
current Tory administration, such as 
moving the council offices to Angel 
Drove, building a southern bypass or 
changing the council’s operating 
structure, this scheme may well be 
another doomed to failure, despite 
the efforts of some councillors’ 
attempting to resuscitate it.

A TAKEAWAY owner has spoken 
out after discovering there are 
plans to open another pizzeria in 
Ely. 

Hussain Dogan, owner of USA Chicken 
on Ely’s Forehill, is particularly annoyed as 
the new pizzeria could open next door to 
his restaurant. 

Mr Dogan said: “It’s a joke -1 don’t want 
a pizza place opening right on our door¬ 
step. 

“Ely has enough takeaways and fast food 
restaurants and competition is tough as it 
is.” 

Mr Ismail Uzun, from Enfield, owns 3A 
Forehill, and has applied to change the use 
of the premises from offices to a pizza 
takeaway and delivery service. If approved 
by East Cambridgeshire District Council, it 
would be open from 4-11pm. 

But Mr Dogan is hopeful the council will 
“see sense”. He said: “I’m not just annoyed 
because it would be more competition - 
the location isn’t suitable either. 

“There are double yellow lines all along 
Forehill so where are pizza delivery drivers 
going to park? The building is located 
down a narrow alleyway meaning it’s going 
to be difficult to move bins in and out too. 

“Ely has enough fast food businesses as 
it is.” 

A member of staff from Millennium 
Pizza, in Chequer Lane, Ely, said: “Ely has 
far too many pizza takeaways and fast 
food places as it is.

“We don’t want another pizza takeaway 
and we don’t need one.”

A MAJOR project has begun to 
help conserve the flora of Wicken 
Fen’s ancient Sedge Fen. 

A small wind pump is to be 
installed to pump chalk-rich water 
during the winter months from 
Monk’s Lode onto the fen, where it 
will spread out through the peat, 
recharging the water table. 

The work is being paid for by 
the Environment Agency and will 
contribute to the Government’s 
target to have 95 per cent of Sites 
of Special Scientific Interest in 
favourable or unfavourable but 
recovering condition by the end of 
the year. 

Sedge Fen is one of only four 
surviving fragments of the Great 
Fen Basin of East Anglia and is 


home to many rare wetland plant 
species such as saw sedge and 
milk parsley. 

Historically the fen was 
frequently flooded with calcareous 
water which had filtered through 
the chalk of the Newmarket Hills 
before flowing towards Wicken 
Fen. 

In recent years, regular flooding 
has diminished and the fens’ main 
source of water has been acidic 
rainwater, which has led to a 
decline in its delicate plant 
communities. In order to thrive, 
the fens’ plant communities need 
the right kind of water at the right 
time of year. 

Construction of the wind pump 
will be completed early next year.

Officers conduct 
asbestos checks

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s environmental services 
team and the Health and Safety 
Executive will be conducting the 
targeted inspections across the 
district. 

The visits will make sure busi¬ 
nesses are not exposing their 
workforce to potentially harmful 
asbestos fibres. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head of 
environmental services, said: “My 
officers will be out in the next few 
weeks with colleagues from the 
Health and Safety Executive to 
explain the dangers of asbestos 
and to ensure that businesses are

aware of their responsibilities. 

“Providing asbestos is in a 
sound condition, undamaged 
and left undisturbed, it is rel¬ 
atively safe in the workplace. 

“However, anyone exposed to 
asbestos material that is shred¬ 
ding its fibres is at real risk of 
developing fatal conditions, so 
this is something which has to be 
tackled.” 

The team will also be checking 
that companies are complying 
with their duty to manage any 
asbestos present in their prem¬ 
ises. 

On average, 4,000 people every 
year die in the UK due to asb¬ 
estos-related activities - 25 per 


cent have worked in the building, 
maintenance and repair trades at 
some time during their working 
lives. 

Mrs Knox added: “It is shocking 
to find out that so many people 
are still dying in the UK because 
of asbestos-related illness. 

“It is especially sad to hear that 
this figure will continue to rise 
over the next 10 years so if we can 
do something to raise awareness 
and help clearly we have a duty to 
do so. 

“Studies have shown that app¬ 
roximately 40 per cent businesses 
may not be complying with their 
duties under this important 
legislation.”

Maureen Donn¬ 
elly, chairman of 
NHS Cambridge¬ 
shire, is assuring 
residents that the 
trust is working hard 
to overhaul the 
county’s out-of- 
hours health ser¬ 
vice. 

The trust was 
criticised in a recent 
report for its poor 
monitoring of out- 
of-hours care. 

At a board meet¬ 
ing last Wednesday, 
Mrs Donnelly said: 
“We want to assure 
the public that we 
are doing everything 
in our powers to 
improve things. 

“It is something 
we need and want 
to do. 

“We need to 
deliver the quality 
out-of-hours service 
that our population 
in Cambridgeshire 
expects and deser¬ 
ves.” 

The reassurances 
follow the death of 
pensioner David 
Gray, from Manea, 
in February 2008. 

Mr Gray was 
given a lethal dose 
of morphine by Dr 
Daniel Ubani, a 
German-registered 
Nigerian doctor, on 
his first shift in 
Britain. 

Dr Ubani had 
slept only a few 
hours before ad¬ 
ministering 10 times 
the normal dose to 
the 70-year-old 
from Manea, killing 
him almost instant¬ 
ly- 

Mr Gray’s death 
sparked a major 
review of out-of- 
hours GP care, 
including closer 
monitoring of for¬ 
eign doctors’ lang¬ 
uage skills. 

As part of the 
overhaul, NHS 
Cambridgeshire is 
introducing vigor¬ 
ous new checks and 
reporting proced¬ 
ures for Urgent Care 
Cambridgeshire, 
which now runs 
out-of-hours ser¬ 
vices. 

The trust will also 
insist upon proper 
inductions of GPs to 
ensure they are fit to 
work. 
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Eel catcher’s anger 
at ‘unfair’ nets ban 


NEW laws introduced to protect 
migrating eels are being challenged 
by a local fisherman. 

Peter Carter, the last traditional eel 
catcher in the Fens, has described the 
Environment Agency’s (EA) introduction of 
a six-month close season as “unfair”. 

The close season, which began last 
Friday, means it is now illegal for people to 
set nets to catch eels. The EA says it will 
protect eels that are migrating down rivers 
to the Sargasso Sea to spawn. 

It is estimated that the return of young

eels (elvers) into rivers has already fallen by 
more than 95 per cent across Europe. 

But Mr Carter, who lives in Outwell and 
still catches eels across the region using 
centuries-old methods, is not happy. 

He said: “I can understand why the EA is 
doing this as we do need to protect eels. 

“But this close season will prevent me 
from catching eels even though I use willow 
traps and not nets. 

“My traps are baited and when eels are 
migrating they do not feed, meaning I 
would catch very few anyway. 

“But the new law means I can’t even put a 
willow trap near the water - something I 
have done throughout the year for as long 
as I can remember.” 

Mr Carter added: “I’ve been in dis¬ 
cussions with the EA about it and I’m 
hopeful that they might lift the ban for 
willow traps and other traditional methods 
as they would hardly have an impact on eel 
numbers. 

“Any support I could get from the public 
would certainly help.” 

The European Commission is so con¬ 
cerned about dwindling eel numbers that 
all member states are required to take 
immediate steps to protect eels and halt 
their decline.

Tributes for 
‘wonderful’ 
ex-diphunal 


THE widow of a career 
diplomat from Ely said 
he made a “wonderful 
impression” on a lot of 
people during his life. 

Sir Donald Tebbit died at his 
home in Chapel Street, aged 
90, on Saturday, September 25. 

He came from Toft and was 
educated in the village school 
before going to the Perse 
School. 

Sir Donald served in the 
Royal Navy during the Second 
World War and studied modern 
languages at Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge. He joined the 
Foreign Service, later the 
Diplomatic Service, in 1946. 

He married Margaret Math- 
eson in 1947 and the couple 
had one son and three daugh¬ 
ters. His overseas postings took 
him to Washington, Bonn and 
Copenhagen. 

Lady Tebbit said: “We knew 
each other since 1943. He was 
much loved and the family is 
devastated. 

“He was a farmer’s son from 
Toft and won a scholarship to 
go to the Perse. 

“He was a real diplomat and 
could relieve the tension by 
making people laugh. He made 
a wonderful impression on a 
lot of people.” 

She has received several 
letters from friends and one 
said Sir Donald “had been an 
example to many”. 

He was Chief Clerk of the 
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Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office from 1972 to 1976, and 
British High Commissioner to 
Australia from 1976 to 1980. 

He received a number of 
decorations during his career, 
culminating with an investiture 
at Buckingham Palace in 1980 
where he received the Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of St 
Michael and St George 
(GCMG). 

He was chairman of the 
Diplomatic Service Appeals 
Board from 1980 to 1987 and 
chairman of the foint Comm¬ 
onwealth Societies Council 
from 1987 to 1993. 

In 2009 he was appointed a 
vice-president of the Britain- 
Australia Society 

Retaining his links with his 
academic institutions, Sir 
Donald was also president of 
the Old Persean Society in 
1981-1982 and the Trinity Hall 
Association in 1984-1985. 

His funeral service was held 
yesterday at Ely Methodist 
Church, which was followed by 
a committal in the East Chapel 
at Cambridge City Crem¬ 
atorium.

Cell wrecker 

to pay cost

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it down the toilet and then threw 
it around the cell.” 

Franklin originally denied the 
offence but at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday he pleaded 
guilty to a charge of criminal 
damage. 

The court heard it cost police 
£71.09 to have the cell cleaned. 

Magistrates considered impris¬ 
oning Franklin as he is currently 
on an eight-week jail sentence 
suspended for six months, as well 
as a six-month supervision order. 

However, the bench heard he 
had made “excellent progress” 
with the probation service and is 
actively looking for a job. 

Hamish Ross, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, placed Franklin on a 
curfew until November 26, and he 
must be at his home address 
between 7pm-7am each day. 

He was also ordered to pay the 
full compensation of £71.09 and 
£100 court costs.

Waste figures 
‘embarrassing’

RECYCLING levels in East 
Cambridgeshire are now at 
an “embarrassing” low. 

That’s the claim of Liberal 
Democrats who say East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council (ECDC) 
is falling further down the recycling 
league tables. 

They say the figures have slipped 
even lower this year since the 
Conservative-run council axed 
kerbside plastic bottle collections. 

However, ECDC insists the Lib 
Dems are exaggerating and recycl¬ 
ing figures look set to improve this 
year. 

In 2009/10, East Cambridgeshire 
was the worst performer in the 
region, recycling just 31.15 per cent 
of rubbish. 

In Cambridge City, the figure was 
40.87 per cent, 50.29 per cent in 
Fenland, 53.47 per cent in South 
Cambridgeshire and Huntingdon¬ 
shire came top with 55.54 per cent. 

ECDC hit back at Lib Dem 
accusations, saying final recycling 
figures have not yet been produced. 

Cllr Tony Parramint, chairman of 
the council’s environment and 
transport committee, said this year’s 
figure could hit 38 per cent. 

But Ian Allen, Lib Dem leader, 
said: “East Cambridgeshire is an 



embarrassment as far as the county 
is concerned. 

“We have the worst recycling 
record and we are only avoiding 
landfill penalties because we are 
piggy-backing on everyone else. 

“The Tories have made some 
extremely poor decisions and the 
result is that we are sending more 
and more waste to landfill which is 
unsustainable.” 

Earlier this year, the Weekly News 
reported how recycling points 
across the district had been left 
overflowing after kerbside plastic 
bottle collections were axed - 
causing misery for nearby residents. 

But Cllr Parramint insists the 
council is working “incredibly hard”

to recycle landfill in the district. 

He said: “Last year, we sent 450 
less tonnes to landfill than we did 
the previous year and our recycling 
rate increased to 37.15 per cent. 

“We listened to our residents and 
delivered the weekly waste coll¬ 
ections they asked for while 
introducing new service standards 
with our contractors. 

“We are focused on delivering the 
best services possible for the district 
whether it be recycling, a new 
leisure village and economic 
growth. 

“It is a shame our local opp¬ 
osition choose not to share these 
same aspirations.”

Canvass form 
dodgers fined 


EAST Cambridgeshire residents 
have been fined for failing to 
return their electoral canvass 
forms. 

Despite being asked to complete the 
form more than 10 times in the past two 
years, a total of seven people in the district 
failed to comply. 

They have each been fined £200 by 
magistrates. 

In each case, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council sent canvass forms out in 
August 2008. Those were followed by three 
visits from a canvasser during October 
2008, with blank canvass forms left at the 
property on the third visit. 

The process was repeated in 2009 and 
officers also wrote three letters to each 
defendant before they were finally sent a 
summons. 

Joan Cox, the council’s electoral services 
officer, said: “We do all we can to avoid 
taking people to court but sometimes we 
are left with no option. 

“For all of these cases, we had tried to 
contact the individuals over 10 times. 

“While it is regrettable that anyone is 
fined, we hope it will act as a warning to 
others who may try and avoid completing 
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their forms.” 

To make the process as simple as 
possible, the electoral forms arrive pre¬ 
printed. If the information is correct, 
people only need to sign the form and 
return it. 

Mrs Cox added: “We have tried to make 
the process of completing canvass forms as 
easy as possible through our dedicated text 
messaging, online registration and 
telephone service because we know how 
important it is. 

“The right to vote allows you to have 
your say on how the place you live in is run 
and it is also a legal requirement to return 
the canvass form. 

“The Electoral Roll also assists with the 
prevention of identity fraud and is used by 
credit companies to check your residential 
status before they can offer any loans or 
mortgages.”

HIGHWAYS chiefs are being 
urged to improve safety on a 
well-used public footpath. 

Community leaders have called 
for improved maintenance and 
alterations on the path leading 
under Ely’s railway bridge. 

Pedestrians have been raising 
safety issues for some time and 
now die King’s School Ely is calling 
for action. 

The route is regularly used by the 
school’s pupils to access their 
Amherst sports fields but school 
staff now have to supervise stud¬ 
ents along the path. 

Younger children are even being 
driven to the field by minibus 
because of the path’s neglected 
state. 

Piers Coutts, the King’s School’s 
director of business and admin¬ 
istration, is proposing a seven- 
point plan for Cambridgeshire 
County Council to follow. 

Mr Coutts said: “The school is 
keen to work with the highways 
authority local councillors and the 
police to determine the most 
effective long-term ways to imp¬ 
rove safety on this important 
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pedestrian route. 

“In the meantime we have 
introduced interim measures to 
safeguard our pupils. 

“This route forms part of the foot 
and cycle track from Ely to 
Stuntney and is regularly used by 
people of all ages. 

“The improvements we have 
proposed will benefit everyone.” 

Ramblers, dog walkers and 
sportsmen and women who also 
use the path to access the sports 
fields and the riverside footpaths 
have also complained about the 
condition of the path at local 
neighbourhood panel meetings. 

Mr Coutts’s proposals are to: 

■ strim weeds and keep the 
footpath well maintained; 

■ install safety rail on the path 
under the bridge; 

■ raise the height restriction 
warning sign to at least 2m to avoid 
obstructing the path; 

■ lay a path to the east of the 
underpass; 


■ install drop kerbs on the roadside 
and central island at Amherst 
entrance; 

■ lay a path on the Amherst side; 
and 

■ implement speed restrictions or 
‘children crossing’ signs either side 
of the underpass. 

Ely City councillor Philip Eden 
said a jointly-funded minor high¬ 
ways improvement bid should be 
considered and submitted through 
the City of Ely Council. 

But the county council, which is 
responsible for the footpath, said 
that it is too late to find funding for 
improvements within the next 
financial year. 

A spokesman for the authority 
added: “This location was not 
highlighted as a recognised prob¬ 
lem in the last Ely Market Town 
Strategy, therefore finance for 
investigating and possible 
improvements are not available.” 

Network Rail is responsible for 
cutting the grass either side of the 
path. A spokesman said mainten¬ 
ance men would be sent out to cut 
the verges “as soon as possible”.

THE 1960s were a time of great 
change: America mourned the 
assassination of John F Kennedy, 
the Civil Rights Movement 
gained momentum, and man 
took his first steps on the moon. 
For the 187 women machinists 
employed at Ford's Dagenham 
assembly plant in 1968, it was a 
decade when a single act of 
rebellion changed history.

The subsequent power struggle 
with the board of the plant 
established a precedent for 
women around the world.

Blessed with a powerful 
performance from Sally Hawkins 
that should be a prime 
contender for end-of-year 
awards, Made In Dagenham 
dismisses the notion that Essex 
girls only serve a purpose as the 
butt of cheap jokes. 



As the men in Nigel Cole's film 
learn to their cost, it is these 
strong-willed heroines who end 
up smiling. 

Mother of two Rita O'Grady 
(Hawkins) works in the Ford plant 
with good friend Connie 
(Geraldine James), who is a 
union rep alongside Alfred 
Passingham (Bob Hoskins). 

When the management, led by 
Peter Hopkins (Rupert Graves), 
shows preference to the male 
workers, Rita proves that she is 
no pushover, telling Hopkins: 
"Rights not privileges. It's that 
bloody easy, it really is." 

When her words fall on deaf 
ears, Rita risks her marriage to 
plant worker Eddie (Daniel Mays) 
by persuading the women to 
strike and take their grievances 


to Secretary of State for 
Employment, Barbara Castle 
(Miranda Richardson). 

" If this woman gets what she 
wants, we'll have to do this 
around the world," rues 
American executive Robert 
Tooley (Richard Schiff), who 
travels to Dagenham to defuse 
the situation. 

Meanwhile, Rita finds support 
from Hopkins's wife Lisa 
(Rosamund Pike) and fellow 
machinists Brenda (Andrea 
Riseborough) and Andrea (Jaime 
Winstone). 

Made In Dagenham evokes the 
period perfectly with a toe¬ 
tapping soundtrack and groovy 
fashions of the era. 

Hawkins delivers a bravura, 
emotionally wrought 
performance as a woman who 
risks everything for what she 
believes in, telling Ms Castle, 
"We ain't politicians. We're 
working women, and so are 
you!" 

Cole's film is laden with earthy 
humour and has a massive 
emotional kick in the final reel 
that begs favourable 
comparisons with the Oscar- 
winning Norma Rae starring 
Sally Field.

Gourmet veg stand 
the big budget trial

W HEN you pick up 
your fine beans 
which have been 
flown all the way from 
Kenya, do you consider 
the air miles and freshness 
of the produce? 

Similarly, do high prices of 
gourmet veg steer you away from 
items such as artichokes, 
pattypan squash and tender-stem 
broccoli? 

With this in mind. Which? 
Gardening , the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, trialled 22 
expensive-to-buy or unusual 
vegetables which will all grow in 
a typical British summer without 
protection and produce 
reasonable yields. 

The veg, planted in the 
summer of 2009, were grown in 
designated blocks, so researchers 
could work out the value of the 
crop by the square metre, 
compared with the price of each 
vegetable in the supermarket. 

Some gourmet crops are so 
unusual that you won’t generally 
find them in the shops - think 
purple carrots, yellow beetroot 
and round courgettes - and yet 
it’s possible to grow them all 
economically here. 

Triallists grew the courgette 
‘Floridor’, which bears round 
yellow fruits and should produce 
up to 30 round courgettes a year

if picked regularly. They found 
that the cost of buying a standard 
long green courgette in the shops 
was £1.80 per kg, while the 
‘Floridor’ yield produced 8.9kg 
per square metre, worth £16. 

Courgettes should be sown 
indoors in April to May, planted 
out May to June and harvested 
throughout the summer, until 
October. 

Fine beans are expensive as 


they are mostly grown abroad 
and flown in, but in this country 
you can have a summer crop for 
far less money. In the trial, 
‘Safari’ - a typical fine dwarf 
French bean - was grown. They 
are quick to grow, typically 
taking 10-12 weeks from sowing 
to harvest, and produce a lot if 
you continue picking the pods. 
It’s worth making successional 
sowings so you can harvest the 
beans through summer and 
autumn. Cost to buy in the shops 
was £8 a kg, while the yield in 
the trial produced 6kg per square 
metre, worth £48. 

Other veg which were worth 
the work included Jerusalem 
artichoke ‘Fuseau’. You only 
need to plant a couple of tubers 
to produce a good harvest, but 
remember it’s a perennial and if 
you leave any part of a tuber in 


the ground it will re-grow. The 
tall plants may need support in 
windy gardens. The cost to buy 
in the shops came to around 
£5.20 per kg, while the triallists’ 
yield per square metre was 14kg, 
worth £72. 

Beetroot, spinach, Florence 
fennel, Kale ‘Cavolo Nero’, an 
old variety, watercress and 
‘Banana’ shallots, a seed-sown 
variety producing a single large 
bulb with a very strong flavour, 
all fared well in the trial, 
producing harvests which were 
much more economical than 
buying the produce from 
supermarkets. 

Only three crops failed to live 
up to expectations, with 
researchers rating them poor 
value for the space they 
occupied. Grown in the same 
way as conventional 
cauliflowers, Romanesco 
cauliflower produced very small 
heads and were only marginally 
cheaper to grow than if you 
bought them in the shops. 

Globe artichokes and sea kale 
also proved disappointing for the 
space they take up, although the 
artichokes made spectacular 
ornamental plants.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Physalis (Chinese Lantern) 

These dainty-looking 
perennials, also known as winter 
cherries, are grown mainly for 
their unusual decorative orange- 
red, lantern-shaped seedheads 
which encase the edible fruits 
and appear in the autumn. 

They like to be planted in 
shady, dry areas under trees and 
shrubs where little else will 
grow, rather than in borders 


where they can spread rapidly 
and over-run neighbouring plants 
with their roots. 

Many gardeners also harvest 
the lanterns for indoor 
decoration, cutting the fruiting 
stems as they turn to orange and 
hanging them upside down in an 
airing cupboard to dry. 

Popular varieties include P. 
alkekengi ‘Franchetii’, while 
named varieties such as 
‘Gigantea’, which grows to 90cm 
(3ft), and ‘Variegata’, may be 
available from specialists.

Car firms put the 
future on the map

AN astonishing number of car 
manufacturers have used the 
opening of the Paris Motor 
Show this week to unveil new 
vehicles using a number of 
different engine formats, 
writes Mike Scialom. 

Volvo, Skoda, Audi, Kla, Nissan 
and Jaguar all have startling new 
designs lined up, with launches 
starting next year. 

One of the real live wires at the 
2010 Paris Motor Show will 
undoubtedly be the Audi e-tron 
Spyder, a two-seat open sports car 
study with plug-in hybrid drive 
capable of delivering 128mpg 
economy and 59g/km emissions 
from its 296bhp twin-turbo V6 TDI 
engine and twin electric motors. 

The car accelerates to 62mph in 
just 4.4 seconds, and top speed is 
electronically governed at 
155mph. 

The open sports car can also 
drive on electric power only over 
distances of up to 31 miles at 
speeds of up to 38mph. 

Jaguar has revealed a stunning 
range-extended electric supercar 
concept car, the C-X75, involving 
gas turbine technology. 

The C-X75 is a 205mph four- 
wheel drive supercar capable of 
running in purely electric (zero 
tailpipe emissions) mode for 68 
miles on a six-hour domestic plug¬ 
in charge. The innovative, light¬ 
weight micro gas-turbines are also 
capable of very quickly and 
efficiently recharging the lithium- 
ion batteries, giving the car a 
theoretical range of 560 miles. 

This remarkable range- 
extension system is a result of 
Jaguar’s research engineers 
adopting a clean-sheet approach 
to the question of powering the 
supercars of the future. The C- 


X75’s gas turbine technology is the 
very latest evolution of a 
pioneering British technology 
developed in partnership with 
Bladon Jets. A miniaturised 
turbine blade - the first viable 
axial-flow micro-turbine 
increases the compression and 
efficiency of micro gas-turbines to 
the point at which they can be 
viewed as a realistic power source. 
Each of the micro gas-turbines 
weighs just 35kg and produces 
70kW of power at a constant 
80,000rpm. 

The energy created by the 
turbines and stored in the 
batteries is transmitted to the road 
using four independent electric 
motors. Using individual motors 
has benefits in terms of weight¬ 
saving and distribution, packaging 
and efficiency. Each motor weighs 
just 50kg but produces J45Kw 
(195bhp) of power and an 
astonishing combined total torque 
output of J,600Nm (1,1801b ft). 

Skoda’s first-ever electric- 
powered vehicle, the Green E Line 


concept, is based on the Skoda 
Octavia Combi. 

The electricity for the Octavia 
Green E Line is supplied by a 
modern lithium-ion battery. With 
a range-per-charge of 77 miles, the 
Skoda Octavia Green E Line’s 
battery has almost no impact on 
the volume of the passenger and 
luggage compartments. 

Volvo president and CEO Stefan 
Jacob stated at the opening of the 
Paris Motor Show that the future 
for Volvo lies in electric cars. “We 
will set a standard in the industry,” 
Jacoby said, revealing that the 
Volvo C30 DRIVe Electric will go 
into production in 201J. 

Jacoby also stated that Volvo will 
have a plug-in hybrid on offer in 
2012, combining an electric power 
with a diesel hybrid power train. 
The Volvo plug-in hybrid will have 
ultra-low C02 emissions, below 
50g/km. 

Finally both Nissan and Kia 
unveiled inner-city concepts - the 
Nissan Townpod and the Kia POP 
- which run on electricity alone.
